CORPORATION EXTORTION 

By exhaustive investigations, both by 
the administration, by congressional com- 
mittees and by officials of the American 
Federation of Labor, it is now a settled 
fact, that the bull of the extortion which 
“has been and. is bejng practiced upon 
all the people in the. way of unheard-of 
high prices of everything which the 
people have to eat, drink, wear or use, 
lies at the door of the big corporations 
of the country. : 

The wholesalers have done some profit- 
eerjng, and so have the middlemen and 
retailers, but the most of it is by the big 
financial thieves. who are’ entrenched _be- 
hind political protection and special privi- 
lege: . : 

This is a problem in which every man, 
woman and child is interested, and all 
should read and become posted upon the 
real facts, in order to ‘know what the 
remedy is and how to apply it. That 
a financial and mercantile crash is com- 
ing, and coming quick, is seen by all 
in a position to find out and know the 
facts. Banks are tightening up on the 
money market, big merchants are already 
doing all they ‘can to unload, ‘and in an- 


~ other thirty or sixty days the outlook 
~ is that the devil is going to be demanding 
'- pay. and no pitch hot. 


The best facts regarding the profiteer- 
ing so far handed té the public are those 
compiled by W. Jett Lauck, an econom- 
ist, employed by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to report) facts to the 
United States Labor Board. Among “the 
startling’ facts presented to the board by 


Mr. Lauck are the following: 

That the combined corporations of the 

country earned in. net profits approxi- 

_Mately $4,800,000,000 more per year dur- 
the ‘Years, 1916-17-18, than

ing tax of $240 per year per family of 
five throughout the nation. : 
That in two industriés alone, namely, 
iron and steel and ‘coal,: two billion dol- 
lars of net profit in excess of the pre- 
war average -were exacted during the 
three war years, constituting virtually a 


‘levy of $20 upon every mar, woman and 


child in the United States. 

That 2030 corporations earned in net 
profits , over 100 per cent per year on 
their capital stock during the three ‘war 


“years; that 5724 showed net profits of 


more than 50 per cent, and that 20,000 
earned from 20 to 50 per cent. 
That these increased profits, not due 
to incréaséd production, meant that’ this’ 
great group of corporations, controlling 
products. essential to daily life, made 
profits sufficient to replace the’ entire 
value of their capital stock within a per:

What. the above disclosures do not re- 
veal completely the extent of corporate

That for the four years, 1916-17-18-19; 
corporate profits, not inelusive of royal- 
ties, rents, excessive salaries, stock divi- 
dends or any other form of compensation, 
cost each family of five in the United 
States a total of $1500. This is on the 
basis of 22,000,000 families, During this 
same period the average income of these 
families totaled for the four years less 
than $7300, so that the toll exacted as 
profits by corporations constitute moré 
than one-fifth of the family income. This 
is a conservative estimate, both with re- 
gard to the numbers of families in the 
country and the proportion of prices 
which go-to profits. It is more likely 
that the number of families in the coun- 

‘try is less than, 21,000,000 and that the 
proportion of prices going to profits is: 
20 per eént higher than available figures 
indicate. Experts who are working on 
schedules obtained from income tax re- 

turns, eorporation financial : statements, 

other government tabulations and the fi- 

nancial ‘manuals assert their firm convic- 

tion that one-fourth’ of the income ‘ of 

each American worker is taken from him 
in the shape of corporate profits.
